FACTS ABOUT INTERFACING 

Interfacing may improve the ap¬ 
pearance of that new summer cre¬ 
ation you are about to make. 

It gives firmness in collars and 
facings. Used at the turn of a 
hem, it .prevents fibre or yarn 
cracking and gives a softer turn. 
Interfacing prevents sagging or 
stretching in loosely woven fabrics. 
Interfacing reinforces button holes 
and button fastenings. It is im¬ 
portant that you use interfacing. 
How Do You Choose 
The Correct Interfacing? 

Organdy, lawn, light weight 
muslin and nets are used with 
sheer or light fabrics. Pelloh and 
Interlon are used only on flat sur¬ 
faces where there are no darts. 
Tailor’s canvass and hymo are 
usually used in jackets and coats, 
and sometimes with heavier weight 
dress fabrics. Iron-on interfacings 
are suitable for flat surfaces. They 
should always be used on the fac¬ 
ing only. 


An important guide to follow in 
choosing an interfacing is: An in¬ 
terfacing should never be heavier 
than the fabric with which it is 
used. To check, place the interfac¬ 
ing between two layers of your 
fabric. It should not appear stiff. 
It should blend with the fabric. 
Notes On Handling: 

If your interfacing is not pre¬ 
shrunk, preshrink it before you 
use it. Be sure your interfacing 
has a permanent stiffness that will 
not disappear with washing or dry 
cleaning. Use washable interfacing 
in a garment to be washed. If 
there’s no pattern for interfacing 
in your garment, cut the interfac¬ 
ing from the pattern used for the 
facing, collar, etc.

sods were turned from our grass¬ 
lands. Yield increases of three to 
five bushels per acre have been at¬ 
tributed to the practice of burn¬ 
ing stubble prior to seeding a 
second or third grain crop after 
fallow, but such claims are seldom 
supported by valid yield data. 
Wheat yields obtained from dry¬ 
land crop rotations in operation 
since 1929 at the Lethbridge Re¬ 
search Station indicate that the 
practice of stubble burning is 
generally harmful and can seri¬ 
ously affect ultimate productivity 
of the soil. 

Although there has been a 
general increase in the average 
yield of wheat on fallow and on 
stubble during the past 33 years, 
the increase has been much less 
spectacular in rotations where 
stubble was burned than in those 
where no burning was done. In a 
3-year rotation where fallows were 
maintained without ploughing and 
yet the stubble was burned prior 
to seeding the second wheat crop, 
the general yield increase has been 
25 per cent slower than in rota¬ 
tions where no burning was done. 
Burning the stubble prior to seed¬ 
ing the second wheat crop has 
resulted in yield increases of at 
least 1 bushel per acre over com¬ 
parable unburned fields only eight 
times during th e past 33 years. 
Only four times has the yield on 

horned stubble land_been more 

than 2 bushels greater than from 
wheat grown on unburned stubble 
land. 

The harmful effects of stubble 
burning have been reflected most 
strongly in the yield of wheat 
grown on good trash-cover fallow 
2 years after the burning opera¬ 
tion. Where burning was done, the 
average yield of wheat on fallow 
is already 1 bushel per acre lower 
than that from unburned rotations, 
and this difference is becoming 
progressively larger. 

Experience has shown also that 
where stubble is burned and trash 
cover destroyed the incidence of 
soil drifting and all its harmful 
effects are greatly increased.
